Laker Runners Open XC Campaign 
With Pair Of Meets In Pennsylvania 


Members of the Garrett 
College men's and women's 
cross country teams are back 
for their second season, with 
two meets already under their 
belts. The Lakers opened their 
campaign Saturday, Sept 
8, with a 3.1-mile meet at 
Westmoreland County Com- 
munity College (WCCC) in 
Youngwood, Pa. Their sec- 
ond meet of the season, the 
Mack Cooper Classic, was 
hosted by Slippery Rock Uni- 
versity last Friday at Cooper's 
Lake Campground, Pa. The 
women raced a 6-K (3.7-mile) 
course and the men raced an 
8-K (5-mile) course. 

Pitt-Greensburg won the 
women's race on Sept. 8, fin- 
ishing with 34 points, while 
WCCC finished second with 
59 points and the Lakers were 
a close third with 63. The La- 
Roche women placed fourth 
with 69 points 


Leading the Lakers was 
freshman Lauren Keefer, who 
placed sixth among 24 run- 
ners, as she recorded a time 
of 25:01. Just two seconds be- 
hind her and finishing seventh 
was sophomore teammate 
Lindsey Smith. GC fresh 
men Alyssa Bailey and Alicia 
Brown crossed neck-and-neck 
in 15th and 16th place, each 
with a time of 29:56. Kayley 
Green, sophomore, rounded 
out the team in 20th place 
with a time of 34:26 

Winning the women's race 
was Alecia Kidder of La 
Roche with a time of 22:17 
followed by Christine Hartner 
of UPG in 22:29 and Tori 
Vallana of WCCC in 23:22 

"The meet was a great 
opener to the season and 
gave our athletes a taste of 
college racing," said Laker 
head coach Angie Sincell. "I 
think they are beginning to 


understand the level we are 
working toward, and I expect 
to see times drop with each 
meet. Our goal is to reach 
our peak at the end of the 
season when it really counts, 
at regionals and nationals." 

Garrett fielded just two 
runners in the men's race, 
with freshman Rashee Da- 
vis, finishing 8th overall in 
an 18-man field with a time 
of 20:21, while sophomore 
teammate David Williams, 
placed 12th in 21:59 

Pitt-Greensburg won the 
men's team title with 24 
points, and La Roche fol- 
lowed with 30 points.

centers, Cutting down on both 
lines and travel times 

Delegate Michael Hough, 
a Republican whose district 
covers parts of Frederick and 
Washington counties, said the 
law limits the number of early 
voting centers in counties 
where Republican voters are 
in the majority 

"It would be like if Ohio 
only had early voting in 
Cleveland and Cincinnati 
Of course it would help the 
Democrats," Hough said. "If 
somebody lives up in Em- 
mitsburg on the Pennsylvania 
border, they're not going to 
drive a half-hour down to the 
city of Frederick to vote." 

A bipartisan group of state 
senators, led by Sen. Ronald 
N. Young, D-Frederick, in 
troduced a bill in 2011 to al 
low counties with fewer than 
150,000 registered voters to 
run up to three early voting 
centers. The bill | was never

brought to a vote 

"If the leadership in An 
napolis is serious about in 
creasing turnout, they should 
allow for more voting loca- 
tions," Hough said. "Why 
not let the county decide how 
many early voting locations 
to have?" 

Delegate Jon Cardin, D 
Baltimore County, who in- 
troduced the original early 
voting bill along with three 
other Democratic delegates, 
called Hough's comments 
"legitimate criticism." 

“While we have invested 
in early voting, we can't make 
it so that every single person 
can vote early right next to 
their house," said Cardin, 
chairman of the election law 
subcommittee. "However, we 
in the legislature have cer 
tainly heard the complaints, 
and I am very sympathetic to 
the issue." 

Cardin said future changes 
to Maryland's election code 
should not only draw in eli 
gible voters who choose not

to vote -- like a simplified 
registration process and in 
creased access to absentee 
ballots -- but also make voting 
more convenient for those 
who do 

"It's a long-term process 
of constantly improving the 
voting system," Cardin said 

Cardin said this election 
could provide pointers on 
how to tweak early voting, but 
that increased turnout itself 
could be a sign of approval 
from Maryland voters 

"If we have 10 percent of 
the people voting early, it is a 
very defensible public policy," 
Cardin said 

Critics of early voting have 
also pointed to its burden 
on local governments: $2 
million, according to a 2011 
analysis by the Maryland De 
partment of Legislative Ser 
vices. But those costs aren't 
necessarily linked to how 
many early voting centers a 
county has to run 

Montgomery County, 
which has more than half 


a-million registered voters, 
only spends about $7,500 to 
run its five early voting cen 
ters by using county-owned 
buildings and shifting some 
employees who would have 
otherwise worked on Elec- 
tion Day, a spokeswoman for 
the local Board of Elections 
said 

"Cost is always an issue, 
but I think when people argue 
that it's a waste of money, I 
just don't see that yet. I don't 
think there a strong argument 
out there that says that," Cain 
said 

Chirty-two states now al 
low early voting, but legis 
latures in 31 states have also 
passed laws requiring voters 
to show identification at the 
polls in November. Some 
states, like Pennsylvania 
have enacted controversial 
photo identification laws that 
have sparked legal battles 
over voter suppression. In 
Virginia, however, a voter 
only has to present a copy of 
a recent utility bill

CAN DEWFALL PREDICT WEATHER? 
by Dr. Tom Sheahen 

QO. I recently visited friends on a different lake far away, 
and our host said this about the weather: "When I got up 
this morning there was no dew on my boat, so there's a good 
chance of rain today." I haven't made that connection before, 
although a foggy morning around here often portends a nice 
day ~ which would be the obverse. What do you think is going 
on? 

A. Dew (or the lack thereof) as a predictor of weather 
has to do with the amount of water vapor in the air — the 
humidity. Offhand, you'd figure that high humidity means 
rain is more likely, which is true enough; but relating that 
to dew formation is counter-intuitive 

The dew point temperature is related to the humidity, and 
the higher the humidity the greater the dew point tem 
perature. In fact, stating the dew point temperature is a 
substitute for stating the relative humidity percentage. The 
two can be read off a graph or chart in general-science 
textbooks 

If there's dew on a boat (or auto, etc.) in the morn 
ing, it means that during the night the local temperature 
must have dropped below the "dew point," so that water 
vapor condensed into droplets. So you know the previ 
ous night was very cool. But what makes a night cool or 
mild? 

rhink about how cold it gets in the desert at night 
Because the humidity is very low, the night sky will be 
clear and cloudless. You can see the stars particularly well 
because there is very little water vapor in the air to obstruct 
the view. For that reason, major telescopes are commonly 
built on mountaintops in desert climates, like Arizona 





radiation, given off constantly by the Earth, can easily exit 
the atmosphere on a clear night, and so the surface will 
cool down quite a bit.

is higher, the additional water vapor in the air will capture 
some of the escaping infrared radiation and reflect it back 
down toward Earth 

rhe net result is that a high-humidity night is warm, but 
a low-humidity night is cold 

You might initially think that with more water vapor in 
the air, more dew would form, but just the opposite occurs 
It's the temperature, not the humidity, that causes dew to 
form. On these recent late-summer days, if you find dew in 
the morning, that tells you it was cool last night 

Conversely, with lots of water vapor in the air, then 
infrared absorption takes place, and the temperature at 
night cannot drop as low. That, by the way, is exactly what 
we mean by "the greenhouse effect." But if temperature 
doesn't drop very much, dew won't form on surfaces like 
cars and boats. By that reasoning, no dew in the morning 
indicates that last night wasn't all that cold, which indicates 
that there is lots of water vapor in the air — the humidity 
is higher 

rhe final step in that sequence is that high humidity 
indicates it's more likely to rain today 

Fog is just tiny water droplets that form in the air and re 
main floating around, not condensed on a surface like dew 
Therefore the same reasoning still applies. A foggy morning 
tells us that last night the temperature fell below the dew 
point. Right at the surface of a lake, particularly when the 
water is warmer than the air, the humidity could easily be 
high and the local dew-point temperature high too, in which 
case fog forms quite easily right above the water. As the 
day progresses, the fog "burns off" by evaporation of thos« 
water droplets — liquid water returns to water vapor. Even 
though a morning starts off gloomy, the mid-day conditions 
might be delightful. Fog over warm lake water must not be 
confused with weather in the greater region

in 1892, the sawmill was opened and a railroad was built which then connected to a 
larger railroad line. The Youghiogheny River was used to float logs to the sawmill. In 
1902 a fire destroyed the whole sawmill and a larger sawmill was built to replace it. In 
1925, the sawmill was closed and coal mining was started.”

whole situation even more dreadful is that 
Job's suffering comes about through a bet 
between God and Satan. That God would let 
his admitted favorite and the most blameless 
man on earth suffer over a bet is hard to fathom, 
and Job himself calls God to account: "But I 
would speak to the Almighty, and | desire to 
argue my case with God." (Job 13: 3) Job 
realizes the futility of arguing with God, but 
just cannot understand why he is suffering so 
dreadfully. One traditional interpretation of the 
book of Job is that Job remains steadfast, never 
cursing God, and that God's goodness is 
vindicated in the end by giving back to Job all 
that was taken from him, including his health, a 
new family, and his property. Surely that does 
not undo or make right all the suffering Job has 
been through, and what God says at the end is 
not so much a vindication of His goodness, as a 
dismissal of Job's impertinence in the face of 
God's transcendent power and wisdom. In the 
end, perhaps God's question to Job is really the 


last word:

Woman Sentenced 
For Maintaining A 


Common Nuisance 

A 56-year-old Mtn. Lake 
Park woman was sentenced in 
Garrett County Circuit court 
last Thursday to six years in 
the Division of Corrections 
for maintaining 
nuisance. All but six months 
of Karen Jean Hovatter's 
sentence was suspended, and 
she will be on probation when 
released from the Garrett 
County Jail 

She received a concurrent 
sentence of one year in the 
Garrett County Jail, with six 
months suspended for posses- 
sion of marijuana anda fine of 
$1,000 for possession of drug 
paraphernalia. Court costs of 
$745 were also assessed 

Hovatter was found guilty 
of all charges by Judge Jim 
Sherbin following a court trial 
in July. Investigators with the 
Garrett County Narcotics 
Task Force testified about 
the six occasions between 
September 2008 and Febru 
ary 2012 when they executed 
search and seizure warrants 
at her residence and on five 
occasions seized quantities 
of various drugs and drug

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Backbone Mtn. 
Wind Project 
Files For ITP 


In 2010, Save Western 
Maryland, an Oakland-based 
community action group, 
filed a federal lawsuit against 
Constellation Energy after 
Constellation released infor 
mation that their project had 
identified the presence of a 
federally endangered species, 
the Indiana bat 

The lawsuit claimed that 
the Criterion Industrial Wind 
Project on Backbone Moun- 
tain is in violation of the 
Endangered Species Act, due 
to the presence of the Indiana 
Bat and the documented bat 
mortality within industrial 
urnnd neniecte 
wind project 

Before the case made it to 
trial, Save Western Maryland 
agreed to stay the proceed- 
ings so that Constellation 
Energy could apply for an 
Incidental Take Permit. An 
ITP creates an exemption to 
the ESA where the operators 
of projects are required to 
take action to prevent harm- 
ing endangered species, and 
in so doing an applicant that 
obtains an ITP thereby comes 
into compliance with the 
ESA so long as the ITP is ad- 
hered to during the project's 
operational lifespan 

Constellation Energy has 
submitted its application to 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service for its ITP, and the 
document may be reviewed at 
http://www.fws.gov/chesa- 
peakebay/EndSpp Web/ Cri- 
t html 

According to a report re- 
leased by the US Fish and 
Wildlife Service in August 

012, the Criterion Power 
Partners industrial wind proj 
ect has "the highest estimated 
avian fatality rate at a wind 
project in North America, 16 
birds per wind turbine." 

According to Save West- 
ern Maryland, this landmark 
ITP will set an important 
precedent in the regulation 
of industrial wind power 
projects. It would be the first 
time the USFWS approved 
mitigation measures and a 
habitat conservation plan 
in the northeast region, and 
perhaps anywhere in the 
continental U.S 

Representing Save West- 
ern Maryland in the submis- 
sion of comments is the law 
firm of Meyer, Glitzenstein, 
and Crystal, having expertise 
in this area

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Environment Maryland Says fracking 


For Natural Gas Not Worth the Cost

BALTIMORE -~ Allow- 
ing hydraulic fracturing — or 
"fracking" — in Maryland 
would cause water contami- 
nation, pollution, and infra- 
structure damage, accord- 
ing to a report released last 
Thursday by Environment 
Maryland. 

"The report we're releasing 
today documents the many 
dollars and cents, every cost 
to our families and commu- 
nities," said Tommy Land- 
ers, director of Environment 
Maryland, at a press confer- 
ence in Baltimore. 

Hydraulic fracturing uses 
the injection of water and 
chernicals deep underground 
to access natural gas shales. 
Western Maryland sits on a 
small portion of the Marcel 
lus shale, a 95,000-square 
mile deposit of natural gas 
that has been fracked in other 
states, such as West Virginia 
and Pennsylvania 

At the Baltimore press 
conference, Rep. Shane Rob- 
inson, D-Montgomery, an 
opponent of fracking, an- 
nounced plans to introduce 
legislation banning fracking 
in Maryland. 

"We need to focus on what 
is best for Marylanders, not 
what is best for boardrooms,” 
Robinson said. 

The Environment Mary- 
land study uses examples 
from other states to illus- 
trate what the cost of drink- 
ing-water contamination, 
groundwater cleanup, health 
problems, air pollution, road 
damage, and other issues 
could be.

According to the 
report, some roads needed to 
be repaved every 7 or 8 years, 
as opposed to every 15 years. 

Pennsylvania has bonding 
requirements for the local 
roads affected by drilling, 
making the natural gas com- 
panies responsible for the cost 
of repairs: 

The Environment Mary- 
land reporttmentioned Penn- 
sylvania's bonding require- 
ments, but said they would 
not account for the impact 
on major highways or the cost 
of traffic delays and vehicle 
repairs caused by congestion 
and temporarily degraded 
roads 

Additionally, Robinson 
said fracking would not create 
sustainable jobs for Mary- 
landers, and would in fact 
create jobs overseas through 
increased natural gas expor- 
tation. 

But Drew Cobbs, the ex- 
ecutive director of the Mary- 
land Petroleum Council, 
said if fracking does come to 
Maryland, the effects would 
be positive. He said the state 
would not need to pay to 
replace any contaminated 
water, because the drilling 
company would be liable. 

In March, the Maryland 
Petroleum Council releastd 
a report on the economic 
benefits drilling would bring 
to western Maryland. 

"Our study and other stud- 
ies have shown some environ- 
mental impacts, but they're re- 
versible and far outweighed," 
Cobbs said 

Cobbs added that drilling 
would create numerous jobs 
for Marylanders, based on 
what has happened in other 
states 

Gov. Martin O'Malley is 
sued an executive order last 
year calling for a study of 
Marcellus shale drilling by 
2014, essentially placing a 
moratorium on the contro- 
versial method until more 
research is done 

The EPA is planning to re- 
lease the first progress report 
of a study on hydraulic frac- 
turing's impact on drinking 
water resources in late 2012 
The full study is expected to 
come out in 2014

It seems clear that Secretary Griffin is not only well 
ware of the issues, but is also genuinely concerned 
ibout addressing them and understands how crucial 
the lake is to the well-being of our county. Unlike 
some lake property owners, he does not believe that 
the lake is currently in serious trouble, but he agrees 
that there are "signs of stress" that warrant action as 
soon as possible. Like most others, he believes that the 
proliferation of invasive plant life and the continued 
filling of the coves with sediment are the most threat- 
ening problems. He said that the water quality of the 
lake, which has been continuously monitored since 
2008, remains generally good, and that fishery health 
is sound. While many lake property owners include 
shoreline erosion as one of the most significant prob- 
lems, Griffin said that the DNR's "technical people" 
do not believe that it is among the most serious issues 
Thanks primarily to the Garrett County commis- 
sioners and the Deep Creek Lake Property Own- 
ers Association (who provided most of the money), 
testing for both invasive vegetation proliferation and 
sediment have been under way since this past spring. 
he vegetation surveying was just recently completed, 
and Secretary Griffin is scheduled to come to Gar- 
rett County to give a "state of the lake" presentation 
on November 14. He indicated that an action plan to 
address this particular problem would be part of that 
presentation. Therein lies some optimism. 

The sediment study — which will help determine 
such things as how much sediment is flowing into the 
iake from streams and runoff, and how much of it is a 
result of shoreline erosion — will not be complete until 
later, with results anticipated by next spring. However, 
no matter what this testing reveals, the secretary ac- 
knowledged that fixing the problem of sediment build- 
up in some of the lake's coves will be a monumental, 
perhaps impossible, task. Dredging, which would cost 
tens of millions of dollars, is all but out of the ques- 
tion, at least from a state-funding standpoint. Griffin 
spoke of the current poor economy and lack of avail- 
able state funds, but added that even if the state had 
money for this purpose, it would never be allocated 
for the benefit of just a handful of residents. He said 
that when dredging projects in the Chesapeake Bay 
are approved, for example, it is only for those chan- 
nels that are crucial to heavy commercial boat traffic, 
and not primarily for the benefit of private residents 

“He said that, conceivably, through low-interest loans 
+And/or special tax districts, the cove property owners 
‘themselves might be able to finance such a project. 
‘Little optimism here. 
. The secretary did point out that because of weather 
Conditions this summer — unusually high temperatures 
and drought — the lake's problems have beer @itic 
etbated, and added that there are numerous, si 
Bodies of water throughout the country that are ae 
fiencing some of the same problems, particularly low- 
Water levels and more fertile conditions for unwanted 
antlife 
. When asked about the expense that must be borne 
by property owners who want to try to limit shore 
erosion of their own lake fronts (over $1,500 just for 
the permits, plus all materials used for the project), 
Griffin said that he would like to see some simplifica- 
tion of the permitting process. Even though the buffer 
strip (lake-front footage) is owned by the state, he did 
not mention anything about trying to revise the fee 
structure or the possibility of the DNR contributing 
to such projects. No optimism there. 

More than once during the conversation, the sec- 
retary emphasized that there needs to be a cohesive, 
cooperative approach by the state and county gov- 
ernment to "better position ourselves" to address 
the lake's problems. He spoke of a "new governance 
structure," with the state and county developing a plan 
not only for the lake, but also for the lake watershed, 
from which come sediment and potential pollution 
He acknowledged that the current board of county 
commissioners have been responsive and are showing 
a willingness for such collaboration, obviously recog- 
nizing how important the lake is to the economy of 
the county. In this lies the most optimism 

rhe secretary was told that the majority of county 
fesidents also realize the importance of the lake, but 
that the opinion of some is that the state has always 
been very good at studying problems (ad nauseum), 
but not always very good about acting to solve them 
So we can only hope that with much of the studying 
either complete or nearly complete, some real action

| don't disagree with the 
fire marshal on the fact that 
sprinklers systems will save 
lives, but you can't save lives 
in a home that was never 
built, Adding the sprinkler 
system makes the cost of 
the home greater than the 
customer can afford. New- 
home construction has been 
hit hard, not only by the 
economy, but also by all the 
added codes that just keep 
making the cost of construc- 
tion higher. It's great to have 
safety, but when and where 
do you stop? 

Mr. Humberson also talks 
about the staircase geometry 
He is correct about it being 
only 6 square feet. What 
he failed to mention is the 
approximately 22" of space 
that you don't have to lose in 
small homes 24' wide or even 
28' wide. The code before we 
petitioned the commissioners 
to change it made us place 
a platform return and come 
down an additional three 
steps, which would take even 
more space out of the usable 
area.

AP Participation, Achievement In 
Md. Continue Upward Trajectory 


Maryland students re- 
corded another major jump 
in both Advanced Placement 
(AP) assessment participa- 
tion and success, according 
to newly released data 

Nearly 63,000 Maryland 
students took at least one 
AP test last Year, an increase 
of 5.4 percent over 2010 
and the number of exams 
taken jumped 5.4 percent 
to 116,614. In spite of the 
increase, the number of stu- 
dent test scores reaching the 
high-achieving scores of 3-5 
increased almost 10 percent. 

Hitting a score of 3-5 
qualifies students to receive 
credit at many colleges and 
universities. The data were re- 
leased Monday by the College 
Board, which administers AP 
and other national programs 

State superintendent of 
schools Lillian M. Lowery 
said the results are a positive 
sign that students are becom- 
ing better prepared for life 
beyond high school 

"Advanced Placement of 
fers rigorous courses of study, 
serving as a cornerstone for 
future success in college or 
a career field," Dr. Lowery 
said. "Maryland students are 


eager to test their mettle in 
everything from calculus to 
English literature." 

Maryland student success 
on the AP exams has ranked 
first in thé nation for the past 
four years. The College Board 
will release its 2012 rankings 
early in 2013 

Scores on the SAT exam 
registered a decline — both in 
Maryland and across the na 
tion. Maryland's composite 
SAT score fell five points to 
1,487 on the 2400-point scale 
Maryland students scored a 
497 in critical reading (down 
two points), 502 in mathemat- 
ics (even), and 488 in writing 
(down 3 points) 

Although participation in 
the SAT was flat from 2011 
to 2012, nearly 50,000 stu 
dents (47,467) took the test in 
Maryland last year. Accord 
ing to Dr. Lowery, the state 
has been working closely with 
the College Board to increase 
participation of underrepre 
sented minority group stu 
dents over the past five years 
and that effort has paid off 
There has been an 8.5 percent 
increase in African American 
participation since 2008, and 
an 18.7 percent jump in His 
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panic student participation 

“Our state has been very 
successful in increasing par 
ticipation and diversity in the 
pool of students taking the 
SAT over the past decade, but 
gaps in success have been a 
problem both here 
the nation,” Dr. Lowery said 
“Maryland's Race to the Top 
program, and its associated 
reform efforts, specifically 
target these gaps. Once fully 
implemented, we expect this 
work to bear fruit. This work 
is critical to our state's eco 
nomic future.’

rHE 2013 NONINSURED 
CROP DISASTER ASSISTANCE PROGRAM 
Che Preston County Farm Service Agency reminds farm 
of the provisions for the 2013 Noninsured Crop Disaster 
Assistance Program (NAP). NAP is intended to provide 
yverage equivalent to the Catastrophic Level of Crop In 
surance for crops not insurable in the county. NAP is like 
Catastrophic Crop Insurance in that the first 50 percent of 
the farmer's loss is not eligible for payment. The payment 
rate is 55 percent of the crop's average market price. Benefits 
are limited to $100,000 per crop year for each participant 
NAP covers all noninsurable, commercially grown crops 
produced for food and fiber. Any acreage of forage intended 
to be mechanically harvested, but grazed instead, must be 
appraised before grazing. The 2008 Farm Bill stipulates that 
for farmers to maintain eligibility in many of the supple 
mental disaster assistance programs, all noninsurable crops 
produced on the farm must be covered by NAP. 
Likewise, all crops produced on the farm that are insur 
able must be covered by federal crop insurance 
lhe following are the NAP application closing dates for 
2013 crops 
September | — aquaculture, mushrooms, Christmas trees, 
ornamental nursery, floriculture, strawberries, ginseng, and 
turfgrass sod; 
September 30 — barley, triticale, garlic, wheat, and rye; 
November 20 — apples, nectarines, blueberries, peaches, 
caneberries, pears, cherries, plums, and grapes; 
December | — honey and maple sap; 
March 15, 2013 — alfalfa, grass clover, and mixed forage, 
and all other annual crops 
lhe nonrefundable NAP service fee is $250 per crop, per 
cvunty Fees alc capped a $750 pel tvuUlily, muvee ty exceed 
$1,875 for farmers with interests in multiple counties. Pro 
ducers who qualify as having limited resource may have the 
NAP service fee waived 
For any covered crops that suffer damage or loss, produc- 
ers must file a timely notice of loss. For prevented planting 
claims, this would be 15 calendar days after the final plant 
ing date of the crop. For low-yield claims and allowable 
value loss, a timely report would be the earlier of 15 calen- 
dar days after the damaging weather or natural disaster, or 
date the loss of the crop becomes apparent 
If a producer is eligible to receive NAP payments and 
benefits under any other program administered by the sec 
retary of agriculture for the same crop loss, the producer 
choose whether to receive NAP payments or benefits 
ther program. A producer is not eligible for 
NAP benefits and an insurance indemnity

"We also helped with a 
girls' and boys' camp where 
a number of us went with 
a group of 16 girls and 18 
boys (at separate times) for 
three days and nights,” Ani 
ta explained. "We camped 
out with them, did Bible les- 
sons, games, crafts, singing, 
and lots of swimming in the 
lake. Other activities includ 
ed a volleyball tournament, 
where we interacted with 
adults and youth, as well as 
many soccer games played 
in their ice hockey rink. On 
Sunday, we did the morning 
service, the afternoon Sun- 
day school, and the evening 
program as well. We did the 
sermon, singing, and dra 
mas.” 

The youth group has 
made a total of three trips to 
the same reserve in Canada 
The first was in 2003, then 
one in 2008, and finally on

It was in the mid-1950s 
that Dr. Alta Schrock, col- 
lege professor and former 
Grantsville and Springs, Pa., 
resident, was sharing her 


dream with a guest in her 
Goshen, Indiana, residence 
"Why not organize an annual 
Springs Homecoming and 
Folk Festival?" 

She explained that the 
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Dr. Cathy Cimaalia, Podiatrist, is pleased to serve the 
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Alps and the Casselman Artisan Village, who is pictured 
above right at the 1959 festival in front of an antique 
tractor.

purpose of the proposed 
festival was to preserve the 
heer of our heritage of pio- 
neer craftsmanship and the 
activities of farm, home, and 
shop; serve traditional Penn- 
sylvania Dutch foods native 
to our area; and encourage 
visits to Our unique museum 
of the Casselman Valley. She 
envisioned people from all 
over the country converging 
on this tiny village during 
the glorious autumn days to 
celebrate and relive our pre- 
cious rural heritage 

When she saw the eyes 
of her guest light up with 
enthusiasm, she took it as 
a sign that the idea was on 
target. Twenty-three persons 
attended the first planning 
meeting, and on October 11, 
1958, the first event was held 
in the tiny village of Springs 
The event continues with the 
same vision today, 55 years 
later

workers, and guests came 
froma, Made geographic area 
to that first Springs Festival 
As Schrock wrote in the 
Casselman Chronicles, "To the 
tune of the swinging flail 
and the rattling treadmill, the 
crash of the rail splitter's axe, 
the clack of the flax brake, 
the hum of the spinning 
wheel, and the crackling of 
the open-kettle fires, the crisp 
sunny day with its high winds 
kept folks stirring and milling 
about the grounds." 

Schrock felt that the great- 
est success of the Folk Fes- 
tival lay not in its number 
of guests, but in the dem- 
onstration of community 
spirit, in the mobilization of 
creative forces from Somerset 
to Oakland, and in the hard 
work done by local citizens 
to ensure the success of the 
venture 

The food committee had 
a monumental task the first 
years since there were no 
funds to purchase ingredi- 
ents. A Pennsylvania Dutch 
meal they surmised must 
include sausage and all of the 
trimmings. The community 
supported the event by drying 
corn and apples, shredding 
cabbage for coleslaw, prepar 
ing applesauce (with apples 
picked by local boys), cook 
ing potatoes for the Dutch 
fries, and baking cookies in 
their homes. Dishes were 
borrowed from the kitchens 
of local churches 

The Dutch meal served 
today is very much the same 
menu, but prepared with 
modern appliances 

Schrock and lifelong fes 
tival supporters Verda Yoder 
and Ralph Miller scoured 
the mountains and valleys 
for "old-timers" who could 
use the early American tools 
we had in the museum. No

A heroic effort was made 
at the very first festival to 
provide as complete an of- 
fering as possible of pioneer 
demonstrations, along with 
a cross section of contem- 
porary arts and crafts. An- 
tique farming equipment 
demonstrations were added 
as the festival area grew 
larger 

Over the 55 years, as the 
facility expanded, lean-tos 
then tents and then enclosed 
buildings were erected to 
house the growing number 
of demonstrators and arti- 
sans. Vocal and instrumental 
music was introduced in 
evening performances, which 
developed into a full daytime 
music program presented 
in a music building, as well 
as On a stage in the Forest 
Trail 

Ih tte’ 1970s,"a pageant 
titled "Chestnut Roots" was 
created, telling the story of 
the area from its settlement 
in the 1800s through the 
1900s. The two-story Springs 
Museum continued to evolve 
to provide a testament to 
times past 

Over the years, the volun 
teers, names too numerous 
to mention, were presented 
with many hurdles, includ- 
ing inclement weather, fires, 
and vandalism, but the event 
continues on. Thousands of 
school children continue to 
come each year, led by their 
teachers, as another genera 
tion is exposed to this living 
history event. Grandpar 
ents are returning with their 
families and grandchildren, 
creating their own personal 
history. 

In a short survey taken 
in 2005, it was recorded 
that people attended from 
28 states and three coun 
tries. The Festival has been 
showcased in the Baltimore 
Sun, Pittsburgh dailies, Good 
Housekeeping Magazine, Carn 
egie Magazine, the New York 
Times, and Life magazine 
among others, as well as 
being supported by many 
local newspapers. Internet 
advertising has been added 
in modern times 

Dr. Arthur D. Graeff 
leading Pennsylvania folklor 
ist, stated in reference to the 
festival, “Yours is a remark 
able portrayal of much of 
what is good in our culture."

consider its ways and be wise!" (Proverbs 6:6) Not only 


are ants hardworking, but they are tremendously strong 
as well; most species have the capacity to lift twenty 
times their own body weight, with their jaws! This would 
be the equivalent of a 200 pound man lifting a 4000 
pound car. But what is perhaps most praiseworthy in the 
ant is their social cooperation. Most species of ants, and 
there are over 14,000 known species, have very 
specialized roles within their colonies which they carry 
out to keep their colonies safe and well-fed. Leaf-cutter 
ants, which cultivate fungi, have groups which cut the 
leaves and other groups which tend the fungi, in essence 
weeding their mushroom garden. A notable aspect of ant 
behavior is their readiness to work, fight, and even die 
for their colony. Each ant in the colony is closely related, 
so you could argue that they are only sacrificing for their 
family, but in any case, the ant is not just a model of hard 
work; he is also a model of altruism.

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MARGIN OF ERROR 
by Dr. Tom Sheahen 

When I read about political polling and forecasting, it 

mentions a “margin of error.” How do they come up 
vith that number? 

(he “margin of error” is a statistical factor that tries 

express the uncertainty in the polling technique. It tries to 

ne single number that tells how well you can believe 
the quoted result 

The biggest factor affecting the accuracy of a poll is 
How many people were included in the questionnaire? 
If you ask a thousand people the same question, chances 
ire you'll get a more accurate picture than if you only 
isk 40 people. The statistical term for “how many” is the 

space, meaning the size of the population that was 
impled.” 

One key mathematical concept is essential to under- 
standing this: When dealing with statistical data, there 
is always a standard deviation associated with any sample 
space. If the size of the sample is N, the standard deviation 
s just about the square root of N. So if you take a survey of 
6 people, the standard deviation is 4. If you survey 10,000 

ple, the standard deviation 1s 100 

e sample space gets bigger, the standard deviation 

ases too, but at a much slower rate. Expressed as a 

percentage of the total, the standard deviation gets smaller 

Obviously it costs you a lot more time and effort to survey 

10,000 people, so if your time and budget are finite, you 

have to make a trade-off and stop at some number, call- 

ing your estimate “good enough.” For political polling, 

it’s common practice to obtain about 1,000 answers before 
calling it quits 

Generally speaking, statisticians figure that they don’t 
know “the answer” any better than to within plus or minus 
me standard deviation. This mathematical notion is used 
whether you're counting electrons in a physics experiment, 
or feeding a new medicine to laboratory mice, or asking 
people about political candidates. One standard deviation is 
the customary parameter that characterizes the accuracy of 
iny Statistical measurement. It’s not perfect by any means, 
but it /s a single number that statisticians can agree upon to

Suppose in a survey you ask 900 people a question;

$23.5M Expansion/Renovation Project 


Garrett County Memorial 
Hospital officials presented 
an overview of a proposed 
$23.5 million expansion/ 
renovation project to the 
county commissioners on 
Tuesday 

"We've been working 
on this since about 2010," 
said Don Battista, GCMH 
president/CEO, about the 
36-month-long project. 

He indicated the facility 
improvement plan should be 
sufficient to allow GCMH to 
serve both the inpatient and 
outpatient needs of the area 
for the next 20 to 30 years 

Groundbreaking for a new 
wing, Phase I, will take place 
sometime next spring, accord- 
ing to Tracy Lipscomb, chief 
financial officer. 

To be located behind and 
off the north end of the hos- 
pital, the 19,504 square foot 
four-story addition focuses on 
inpatient units. This includes 
the addition of eight private 
rooms for medical/surgical 
patients on the third floor 
Renovation plans also call 
for converting most exist- 
ing semuiprivate rooms into 
private ones. 

"We don't ever want to 
have to turn away a Garrett 
County resident," Battista 
said about keeping a few semi- 
private rooms to allow for an 
unexpected increase in the 
hospital census. 

He indicated the larger 
rooms would enhance patient 
privacy and safety, improve 
infection-control manage- 
ment, and accommodate to- 
day's patient care technology. 
He noted this will be the first 
improvement to the inpatient 
area since 1980, when hospi- 
tal beds were much smaller 
and there was less medical 
equipment, 


The wing plans also in- 
clude a new family centered 
maternity suite on the second 
floor, a new administration/ 
accounting area on the first 
floor, and an expanded dining 
service/meeting room area 
on the basement level. 

Battista indicated adding 
a wing behind the hospital 
would be a "tight fit,” but 
it would work out well, as 
parking and services would 
not be greatly impacted dur- 
ing construction, In addition, 
the hospital would not have to 
acquire additional property. 

Lipscomb said the con- 
struction project would be 
completed in October 2014, 
Renovation work will then 
begin in phases in other areas 
of the hospital, including the 
sub-acute rehabilitation and 
intensive care units, phar- 
macy, dialysis, and surgical 
storage. The renovations are 
expected to be completed 
by June 2016, according to 
Lipscomb 

"You build the wing, then 
you start filling in some of 
the inpatient areas within that 
building,” Battista said. “It's 
very thoughtfully considered. 
It's not a short-term project.” 

About $7.5 million of its 
cost will come from hospital 
operations and cash reserves, 
and $1 million will come 
from donations. In addition, 
the county will co-sign a $15 
million bond for the project. 
The hospital will pay off 
the debt service at a rate of 
5.25 percent over 20 years. 
County administrator Monty 
Pagenhardt said the county 
has traditionally borrowed 
money for hospital projects. 

Battista noted that hospi- 
tals in Maryland are funded

"It's been done from Hag- 
erstown east, but not here,” 
he said. “It's dangerous to 
drill before we understand 


our water resources, and there 
are instances in Pennsylvania 
where aquifers were con 
taminated because mapping 
was not completed before 
drilling.” 

Local dairy farmer Charles 
Mason of Pleasant Valley, 
who said he already earned 
enough from gas leasing to 
pay off the mortgage on his 
200-acre farm, said he did not 
want to wait on the science 
He preferred that drilling be 
allowed now so that if gas 
reserves under his property 
were tapped, he could earn 
far more in royalties 

"Would you be willing 
to wait a couple of years to 
make your money, so the 
studies could be finished 
first?” Roberts asked him 

"We've waited long 
enough,” replied Mason 
citing significant annual fluc 
tuations in the profitability of 
dairy farming 

Moments before, Del 
Beitzel had dismissed con 
cerns about the contamina 
tion of underground aquifers 
that state regulators in Penn 
sylvania say has happened 
insist that sufficient regula 
tory oversight is in place in 
Maryland, and said he saw 
no incongruity between large 
scale industrial development 
and the county's dominant 
industry, tourism 

Like every elected official 
in Garrett and Allegany coun 
ties, and business entities such 
as local chambers of com 
merce, Beitzel has called for 
expediting state action so that 
drilling can begin soon. In 
recent media reports, Beitzel 
voiced concern that Mary 
land may have already waited 
so long that drillers have lost 
interest. Those reports also in 
dicate some companies have 
declined to renew gas leases, 
as prices paid for methane in 
the U.S. have plummeted to 
historic lows

"The gradual conversion 
is necessary to effectively 
transfer Maryland's more than 
1.4 million drivers to the new 
eight-year term," noted an 
MVA spokesman. "The num 
ber of drivers in Maryland has 
been steadily growing each 
year, with almost 150,000 new 
drivers added to the state in 
the past decade." 

He added that the growing 
number of licensed drivers, 
combined with equally ris- 
ing numbers of registered 
vehicles, is projected to put 
increasing strain on MVA's 
ability to provide fast and ef- 


ficient customer service. 


"The extension to eight 
year renewals allows for 
future growth of licensees, 
while adding the customer 
convenience of reducing the 
frequency with which custom- 
ers will need to visit the MVA,” 
the spokesman said 

To accomplish this a com- 
puter program will randomly 
select those with expiring 
licenses for renewal lengths 
of five, six, seven, or eight 
years. All renewals willexpire 
on the applicant's birthday 
There is no fee increase in 
this program, as the cost of 
renewal will be tied to the 
length of renewal and will 
maintain the current annual 
rate of $6 per year 

Identification cards for in- 
dividuals 18 years of age and 
older who apply or renew will 
now receive an ID that is valid 
for eight years. The fee for the 
card is $24, which equates to 


the current price of $3 per year

where it stays until November 22. (These dates correspond 
to the actual star group boundaries, not the dates of the as- 
trological signs.) The star group Scorpius can be seen low in 
the western dusk. Other prominent evening zodiac groups 
in October are Sagittarius, Capricornus, Aquarius, and Pi 
sces. On the other side of the sun is the star group Leo, 
appearing in the eastern dawn sky. Other prominent zodiac 
groups at dawn are Gemini, Taurus, and Aries. In early 
October, sunrises in Garrett County are at about 7:15 a.m., 
while sunsets are at about 7 p.m. (11.75 hours of daylight) 
Around the end of October, Garrett County's sunrises are 
at about 7:45 a.m. and sunsets occur at about 6:20 p.m. (11 
hours of daylight). So during October, the brighter stars are 
last seen at around 6:15 a.m. (early dawn) and then reap 
pear at about 7:45 p.m. (late dusk) 

OCTOBER MOON - Because of the harvest full moon 

on Sept. 29, there will be evening moonlight in early Oc- 
tober. In late evening on October 4 and 5, the moon will 
appear near the bright planet Jupiter in the east. By the 
night of October 7-8, the moon will be rising after mid- 
night and will appear half-full in the southern dawn. In the 
southeastern dawn, the crescent moon will appear near the 
brilliant planet Venus on Oct. 12. The crescent moon will 
be last seen at dawn on Oct 4 On the next day the moon 
will swing from the morning to the « 
On Oct. 18, the crescent moon will appear near the tana 
Mars and the bright red star Antares low in the 7:15 p.m 
southwestern dusk. On Oct. 21, the evening moon will ap 
pear half full in the southwestern evening sky. On Oct. 29, 
the moon will be full, shining among the stars of Aries. This 
full moon is known as the Hunters’ Moon. On Halloween 
(Oct. 31), the moon will appear near the Seven Sisters, or 
Pleiades, star cluster 

OCTOBER PLANETS ~ The five nearest planets are 
easily seen by eye, four of them shining steadily in contrast 
to the twinkling stars. (Mercury, only seen close to the hori 
zon, may flicker. Mars can be seen low in the early evening 
southwestern sky. Mars will pass closest to the bright pink- 
ish star Antares on Oct. 20. The very bright planet Jupiter 
is prominent in the east in the late evening hours. Venus 
rises about three hours before the sun and dominates the 
eastern dawn. The planet Mercury can be seen very low in 
the western dawn in late October, setting an hour after the 
sun. The planet Saturn is lost in the sun's glare in October

At the beginning of this 
school year, 2012-13, all Gar 
rett County students received 
a Meal Benefit Application 
from the Board of Educa 
tion's Foods and Nutrition 
Services Office. The primary 
purpose of the application 18 
to identify children qualify 
ing for free or reduced-price 
meals. The application also 
provides data determining if 
schools meet funding require 
ments for specific programs 
or grants 

The higher the Free and 
Reduced Meals (FARM) 
recipient rate, the more edu 
cational and extracurricular 
program funding is made 
available by state and fed 
eral sources. In addition 
state funding, approximately 
$2,600 per pupil, is provided 
to the county for every stu 
dent qualifying for a free or 
reduced meal for other sup 
porting aspects of education 

Returned applications in 
dicate the current number of 
county students qualifying for 
free or reduced meals is much 
lower than anticipated Ther e 
is concern that parer } ire 
unaware they qualify or have 
failed to return a completed 
application 

A meal application may 
be acquired from all Gar 
rett County schools, be 
downloaded from the BOI 
web site at http://cardinal 
ga.k12.md.us/FoodService/ 
Free_Reduced_Lunch_Ap 
plication_2012_2013.pdf, or 
obtained by calling the BOE 
office at 301-334-8917. The 
deadline for applying for free 
or reduced meals is Wednes- 
day, Oct. 31 

If parents returned the ap- 
plication, but were informed 
they did not qualify for re- 
duced meals, they may reap- 
ply throughout the school 
year, if family financial cir 
cumstances change. They 
need only complete another 
application showing the new 
income information, and re 
turn the application to their 
school, or to the BOE office 
Applications received after 
the deadline will not count 
toward the numbers needed 
to maintain current funding 
levels, but students will ben 
efit from the meals program

2. Automobile Salvage Yards - Total Suspended Solids (TSS) at 100 mg/L, Total Aluminum at 
0.75 mg/L, Total Iron at 1.0 mg/L, and Total Lead at 0.014 mg/L. 

3. Scrap Recycling and Waste Recycling Facilities - Chemical Oxygen Demand (COD) at 120 
mg/L, Total Suspended Solids (TSS) at 100 mg/L, Total Recoverable Aluminum at 0.75 mg/L, To- 
tal Recoverabie Iron at 1.0 mg/L, Total Recoverable Lead at 0.014 mg/L, Total Zinc at 0.04 mg/L, 
and Total Recoverable Copper at 0.0038 mg/L. 

4. Fabricated Meta! Products - Nitrate pius Nitrite Nitrogen at 0.68 mg/L, Total Zinc at 0.04

There are also requirements for inspection and reporting. Quarterly visual examinations of 
stormwater discharges are required to evaluate the effectiveness of the SWPPP.

Marcellus Shale MDE Regulation Is Safety Issue For 
Workshop Set By Garrett County Roads Department 


Water Council 

The Maryland Water 
Monitoring Council will 
sponsor a workshop on wa- 
ter resources monitoring and 
Marcellus shale gas develop- 
ment in western Maryland 
titled "What Do We Have, 
What Do We Need?" The 
daylong event will be held 
in the auditorium of Garrett 
College on Monday, Oct. 22. 

The workshop will pre- 
sent an overview of threats 
potentially posed by shale 
gas development to surface 
and groundwater resources. 
Speakers will describe the 
water monitoring informa- 
tion that has been and is being 
collected by agency staff and 
citizen scientists in Garrett 
and Allegany counties 

The limitations of Mary- 
land's water monitoring da- 
tabases will be discussed, 
and experts will offer recom- 
mendations on sampling 
designs, equipment, and pro- 
tocols that-ean be used to 
close these gaps, if adequate 
funding becomes available 
Perspectives on water moni 
toring and shale gas develop- 
ment in other mid-Atlantic 
states and best manage 
ment practices will also be 
described 

According to a council 
spokesperson, the workshop 
will not be a "town meet- 
ing" to discuss the-pros and 
cons of Marcellus shale gas 
development in western 
Maryland. 

The workshop also will 
not be an introductory course 
in hydraulic fracturing (frack- 
ing), although it will be men- 
tioned. The workshop will 
not deve'»p a recommended 
list of regulations or permit 
requirements that should be 
adopted to protect drinking 
water supplies and the envi- 
ronment. 

The registration fee for the 
worskshop is $60. To register

The Garrett County com- 
missioners heard an update 
report last Tuesday from 
general roads superintendent 
Jay Moyer, Garrett County 
Roads Department, about a 
"safety issue" involving the 
Maryland Department of the 
Environment. 

"MDE has an issue with us 
using what's called bottom ash 
as an ice melter mixed in with 
our anti-skid,"” Moyer said 

Bottom ash is a pitch black 
coal combustion byproduct 
that absorbs sunlight, which 
then generates heats, melts ice 
and snow, and allows crews 
to plow the slush off road 
ways 

The county limits its use 
of salt to melt ice because of 
the possibility of contaminat- 
ing water wells and streams 
In addition, salt is much 
more expensive to purchase 
than ash. 

Moyer indicated that MDE 
does not mind the way the 
county uses bottom ash, but it 
does object to the way it stores 
the byproduct. The ash is 
mixed with anti-skid (crushed 
limestone), encapsulated in 
pure limestone to prevent the 
wind from blowing it away 
and stockpiled on asphalt pads 
at four roads garages until 
needed. In addition, state 
approved storm water ponds 
are located near the stockpiles, 
limiting ash runoff into bodies 
of water, Moyer noted 

"There's never been an is- 
sue with MDE in the past," 
Moyer said about the ash. 
"We've never been fined 
We've never been cited. This 
just came out of the blue, un- 
known to us, and now we're 
having to deal with it.” 

The problem began in 
March when MDE landfill 
inspector Mitchell Welsh vis- 
ited the county and advised 
Moyer that the stockpiles had 
to be covered, as required by 
COMAR. In addition, the 
county needed an industrial 
storm water permit for each 
of the four storage sites. The 
reason for the coverage is 
to prevent possible air pol- 


lution and discharge of ash 
contaminants into water 
bodies 

Moyer and county admin- 
istrator Monty Pagenhardt 
sent letters to MDE in March 
and April explaining the situa- 
tion and requesting an exemp- 
tion from the cover regulation. 
Del. Wendell Beitzel and Sen. 
George Edwards also sent let- 
ters supporting the county's 
position 

MDE denied the requests 
and asked Moyer to provide a 
schedule for bringing the piles 
into compliance 

Moyer indicated that part 
of the reason for asking for 
the exemption fs that the state 
has taken close to $5 million 
in highway user revenue from 
the county and then turns 
around and makes expensive 
demands 

He told the commissioners 
that MDE is demanding that 
the county either construct a 
building at each roads garage 
to store just the bottom ash or 
go ahead and blend it with 
anti-skid and cover the stock 
piled materials with tarps or 

nbvrane 

tructures 

Moyer indicated 1t would 
be best to have the mixture 
stockpiled at the ready, as 
the county currently does, as 
it would be very difficult to 
try to blend the ash and anti 
skid together on an as-needed 
basis during wintery weather 
conditions 

According to county en- 
gineers, however, it would 
take a tarp one acre in size to 
cover one stockpile. Moyer 
said when he informed MDE 
Officials of this they replied, 
"Just use smaller tarps." 

Moyer said the anti-skid 
piles are huge, and it would 
be dangerous for employees 
to shovel snow off the tarps 
and try to drag them off the 
materials during storms. Once 
the anti-skid is loaded into 
plow trucks, the tarps would 
then have to be replaced on 
the stockpile 

"I can see where we would

He told the commissioners 
that it “boils down” to two 
options. One is to have Roads 
Department employees begin 
constructing some type of 
storage building at each garage 
site this coming summer. But 
even with county employees 
providing the labor, the direc- 
tor indicated, building maten- 
als and other expenses would 
still bring the cost of each 
building to several hundred 
thousand dollars 

‘The other option is to 
go to salt,” Moyer said. “We 
do use salt in a very limited 
fashion, only in areas where 
we know we have high tour 
ist travel, which is usually 
New Germany, Lower New 
Germany, Glendale, and Sand 
Flat [roads].” 

Moyer said his department 
recently signed a contract with 
the State Highway Adminis 
tration to buy up to $250,000 
worth of salt per year for the 
next five years 

But it’s expensive,” he 
said. “It's $68 a ton versus 
$6.75 a ton for bottom ash.” 

According to the superin 
tendent, the Roads Depart- 
ment used a little over | ton 
of salt and about 17,000 tons 
of bottom ash last winter. That 
winter is one of the mildest 
in Garrett County history 
He indicated that county has 
plenty of stockpiled anti-skid/ 
ash for this coming winter 

“Bottom ash is monitored 
bythe EPA,” Moyer said. “It’s 
tested and certified as having 
no significant impact to the 
environment.” 

He noted that West Vir 
ginia and Pennsylvania use 
the material extensively. He 
added he did not think thei 
stockpiles had to be covered 

Commission Gregan 
Crawford asked Moyer if 
MDE has set a time period 
for compliance and what hap 
pens next 

“The last letter said they 
were willing to work with 
us, but they're expecting 
something to happen,” Moyer 
said. “They really didn’t put a 
deadline on that.” 

The superintendent said his 
recommendation, therefore, is 
to go ahead and use down the 
already blended anti-skid/ash 
stockpiles this winter 

“And, because of restraints 
we have with the budget, next 
year what we're going to have 
to look at doing is simply using 
anti-skid (crushed limestone) 
with nothing added to itexcept 
in those areas where we use 
salt,” Moyer said. “And that's 
where the safety issue comes 
in, because it’s hard enough 
now to keep the roads deiced, 
and the last thing you want to 
do is to allow something tragic 
to happen.” 

He said the Roads Depart- 
ment does its best to prevent 
that 

“You can't stop everything 
from happening, but this just 
adds to that equation some 
what,” Moyer said about the 
MDE issue

lhe Garrett County Roads Department, however, 
is challenging a recent directive of the MDE that man 
dates the covering up of the county's stockpiles of road 
abrasives at the various county roads garage sites, and 
the challenge certainly seems to be legitimate 

rhose stockpiles, which are enormous this time of 
year as winter approaches, consist of coke ash from 
the Fort Martin power plant near Morgantown, and 
limestone. The ash contains certain heavy metals that 
are hazardous to the environment (both water and air), 
and the MDE is ordering the county to either cover 
the piles with tarps or to place some kind of structure 
over them to keep the heavy metals from leaching into 
the soil and possibly into the water supply, and being 
blown into the air. Obviously, as pointed out by GC 
Roads Department superintendent Jay Moyer, this 
would be not only an extremely expensive mandate 
for the county, but could also create other forms of 
safety hazards 

Che stockpiles are generally encapsulated in lime 
stone right now, which guards against the heavy met- 
als in the ash from being blown into the atmosphere 
And there are also updated storm water management 
ponds at the sites which are utilized to collect any 
runoff associated with the stockpile 

he ridiculous part to all of this is that the MDE 
does not seem to have any problem with the fact that 
this material is distributed all over the county when 
it is applied to icy roads, which obviously allows the 
dreaded heavy metals to go where they may, either 
into the water table or blown by blizzard winds into 
the air. Meanwhile, our county leaders a number of 
years ago limited the use of salt in the abrasives for 
that very reason — pollution — as the salt was getting 
into streams and water supplies, not to mention caus- 
ing a more rapid deterioration of roads and the rusting 
away of the bodies of automobiles 

Because of the huge expense that will be involved in 
addressing this "problem" to MDE specs (one of those 
tarps would have to be an acre in size), the county may 
have to abandon the use of this material altogether and 
go back to using salt, also expensive and, as noted be- 
fore, causing another form of pollution and increased 
wear and tear on the roadways. Using no abrasives 
on the road would also lead to many more vehicular 
accidents, injury, and loss of life. There would also be 
times that those giant tarps would have two or three 
feet of snow on top of them, posing more danger and 
more expense to the roads department. Once again, 
most people who live anywhere else in the state of 
Maryland simply don't realize the severity of Gipical 
Garrett County winter ~ 

Both Delegate Wendell Beitzel and Senator Gebrge 
Edwards have written letters to the secretary of the 
MDE, Robert Summers, asking him to have his people 
"revisit" this issue, suggesting that there has to be a 
better solution. It is sincerely hoped that he does just

To the Editor 
Recently we read that 
DNR Secretary Griffin said 
no funds are available for 
lake dredging. The state will 
not change its policy of little 
to no investment of public 
funds which began with lake 
purchase, where the cost to 
the state went from $17 mil- 
lion to $4 million with sale of 
"puy-down lands. A deal for 
the state and a terrible prec- 
edent for property owners! 
The no-public-funds policy 
persists, as private property 
owners pay for management

While Griffin says there 
is "just a handful" of such 
properties, we know of 24 
areas impacted by sediment, 
including four with commer- 
cial activity.

THE CASUAL VACANCY 
by J.K. Rowling 
C. 2012, Little, Brown, $35; 503 Pages

When you're gone, you'll leave behind many important 
things. There'll be photos and memorabilia, money, bric-a 
brac, and property to divvy up. Great-grandma's china goes 
here, your mother's jewelry there, and a cherished belong- 
ing of your father’s will become someone else's cherished 
belonging. 

When you're dead and gone, you'll leave many things 
behind because you can't take them with you — although, 
in the new novel The Casual Vacancy by J.K. Rowling, some 
wished that Barry Fairbrother had 

Everyone in the small England town of Pagford was 
shocked when Barry Fairbrother died of an aneurism. He 
was alive one minute, gone the next — but definitely not 
forgotten 

That's because Barry's death left a "casual vacancy" on 
the Pagford Parish Council. In a normal year, that wouldn't 
have meant much, but this year Barry's vote on the issue of 
the Fields, a local housing complex, was an important one 

Political wrangling and dirty deals had allowed the 
Fields to be built on the outskirts of Pagford some 60 years 
ago, which was a sore point ever since. Always intended for 
lower-income residents, the area was once tidy and well- 
kept, but was now run-down, garbage-filled, and filthy with 
a rehab clinic conveniently nearby. Disgusted, many Pag 
ford residents wanted the Fields annexed to nearby Yarvil, 
the clinic closed, and the issue put behind them for good 

Barry, who'd grown up in the Fields, knew how impor 
tant it was for the development to remain a part of Pag 
ford. Fields children were allowed to attend better schools 
in Pagford, which was one way out of poverty. He was 
adamant about this, and had been gathering supporters on 
the council 

rhe casual vacancy, and the matter of filling it, could 
change everything. Pro-Fields Pagfordians wanted to fill 
Barry's seat with someone of the same opinion. The major 
ity, however, was glad to see one less bleeding-heart liberal 
on the council

Though it's undoubtedly going to happen, it would be 
unfair to compare this novel to the Harry Potter books 
They're worlds apart 

Author J.K. Rowling's character development is stellar 
(as usual) and, perhaps because she doesn't have the luxu 
ry of seven volumes, her story is tight and succinct. Here 
we meet a dead man whose presence continually lingers 
through the lives of friends and enemies alike. Here, we're 
plunged into a small-town filled with sniping residents, each 
desperate to keep a deep secret under wraps, each afraid 
that something is going horribly, uncontrollably wrong 
and quite often, it does 

[his is a complex book with lots of layers, humor, pa 
thos, and allegories everywhere. Readers may even find a 
timely message in this story of rich and poor and the poli 
tics that accompany them. 

It should be immediately obvious that this is absolutely 
not a book for children, but grown-up HP fans will love it 
just the same. If you're up for a brick of a novel that isn't 
quite long enough, The Casual Vacancy is one you'll have a

Misery 
loves company, and there is almost nothing more 
miserable than being miserabie alone. Perhaps the pride 
we take in our scars, both physical and emotional, is a 
testimony to our toughness. Sure, | broke my tooth on 
the wagon handle, and sure, she broke my heart, but I'm 
still standing, and I'm not giving up yet. There will be a 
time when it's appropriate to give up and let go. There is 
a time for living, and a time for dying, but until then, keep 
on living, and acquiring those scars.

Shows about shady characters 
with sinister motives keep viewers 
craving more, and one series in 
particular has audiences hooked 
A femme fatale dishes out some 
serious vengeance on those who 
wronged her father in ABC's hit 
drama “Revenge,” airing Sunday,

The sophomore series whet 
viewers’ appetites with a phe 
nomenal first season, which 
debuted in September 2011.

In the first season, Emily 
learned that daughter Charlotte 
Grayson (Christa B. Allen) is her 
younger half-sister and decided to 
protect the young woman from 
her plot for revenge 

Through thick and thin, Emily 
relies on computer hacker Nolan 
Ross (Gabriel Mann), a former 
friend of her father's and one of 
the few people who knows what 
she's really up to 

As the season unfolded, things 
began to unravel for Emily and 
her emotions got in the way of 
her plans for vengeance 

The plot thickens in Season 2 
and, luckily, the talented cast 
seems up for the challenge. Port 
Perry, Ont., native VanCamp has 
captivated millions as the conflict- 
ed villain/heroine in “Revenge,” 
but before that she won over fans 
of the WB's critically acclaimed 
“Everwood.” She went on to star 
opposite Sally Field in ABC's 
“Brothers & Sisters,” and snagged 
the female lead in the miniseries 
“Ben-Hur.”

General Discharge Permit No. 12SW (NPDES No. MDR0O0) applies to stormwater discharg- 


es from various federal discharge categories of industrial facilities in the state of Maryland. The 
Department proposes to reissue the state/NPDES (National Pollution Discharge Elimination Sys- 
tem) General Permit for Discharges from Stormwater Associated with Industrial Activities with 
significant revisions to the previously issued permit (No. O2SW) as summarized below 
The required application, called a notice of intent or NOI, now requires more detailed informa- 
tion relevant to the permit conditions (local stream impairments or TMDLs, calculated area of 
impervious surfaces, etc.). Also required is an electronic version of a Stormwater Pollution Pre- 
vention Plan (SWPPP) including a site map illustrating discharge locations and other information 
regarding activities of the applicant to protect waters of the state, submitted via email, posting 
online or another form of electronic submission. The permit requires specific control measures 
in the SWPPP based on facility type. When the permit is formally adopted, industries currently 
covered by the 02SW permit will have 90 days to file an NOI, fee payment and SWPPP to the 
Department to obtain coverage under the reissued permit 
This updated permit requires restoration of impervious surfaces using the updated Maryland 
Stormwater Design Manual, or equivalent actions, in order to address Maryland requirements for 
the Chesapeake Bay and local TMDLs and to maintain the quality and protect against future im- 
pairments to local receiving waters. The requirement mandates that permittees treat 20% of the 
impervious surfaces not currently treated to the standards of the Department's Design Manual by 
the fifth year of the permit term. In cases where onsite restoration isn't possible, offsite restora 
tion is an allowed option. An implementation plan and yearly updates are required to be submit- 
ted to the Department 
Another important change in this permit are new monitoring requirements. The proposed per 
mit allows the Department to require monitoring and on-line electronic submission of Discharge 
Monitoring Reports in specific cases where local discharge is to an impaired water body. Further- 
more, it requires monitoring without limits for benchmark parameters for the following industrial 
sectors.
